Proclamation by the Governor. 

TYhkrkas, The following act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of tho Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, cordially approved by me on the 20th 
instant, is the law of the land, I think proper, 
in the exercise of my executive duties, to 
make th« same promptly known to the 
public, as I do hereby, and I do earnestly 
enjoin all citizens and residents of this 
State to be obedient to all the require- 
ment; thereof, ^to |tbo end that the hu- 
mane and noble purposes of the Legisla- 
ture may be faithfully effected. The said act 
of the General Assembly is as follows : 

Resolutions providing for the peace and quiet of 
the citizen* of this Co/nrn«mcealth. 

"Whereas, The people of Kentucky Iiiivo. 
from the beginning, ardently desired and still 
cherish tho hope that they may not be involv- 
ed in the unnatural, prevailing civil strife 
that Kentucky is now, as she ever has been, 
willing, and ready to interpose her fricndily 
mediation in adjusting terms of peace and re- 
conciliation alike honorable and just to all : 
but as her wishes to mediate and restore har- 
mony may not avail at present, and it is de- 
sirable that the people in tho meantime, 
should net iii harmony, and bo at peace 
among themselves, so that if they shall be 
involved in war. they wiVl as far as possible, 
relieve and palliate its calamities; therefore 

Rewired by the General Annuity of the 
Cummonvralth of Kentucky, That if collisions 
between hostile armies shall take place with- 
in our territory, that it is most earnestly re- 
commended to the people of Kentucky not 
to engage in said strife amongst themselves, 
on account of differences of political opinions; 
that it is the duty of the people to be obedi- 
ent to the- civil authorities, and respect in 
times of war as well as peace, all the rights 
guaranteed to every citizen by the Constitu- 
tion and laws of the land, that all good citi- 
zens howover they may differ in political opin- 
ions, should unite in protecting each other in 
their rights, of life, liberty, and property, 
against all and every invasion thereof by un- 
lawful raids, mobs, marauding bands or other 
evil disposed persons, and aid the civil au- 
thorities in arresting all such persons and 
bringing them before the courts for trial. 

Resolved, That we, the Representatives of 
tho present General Assembly hereby pledge 
ourselves to a strict observance of the forego- 
ing resolutions, and earno»t!y recommend a 
like observance by all the people of the State 
of Kentucky."

Arrests of Members of the. Kentucky Legisla- 
ture. 

The public were startled yesterday by rumors 
that Mr. Irvan of the Senate and Messrs. Ew- 
ing and Silvertooth of the House, had been ar- 
rested at Harrodsburg, on their way to their 
homes. 

The Constitution Art. 2, see. 23, provides 
as fol lows : 

"The members of tho General Assembly 
shall, in all cases, except treason, felony, 
breach or surety of the peace, be privileged 
from arrest, during their attendance at the 
session of their respective houses, and in go- 
ing to, and returning from the same ; and for 
any speech or debate, in cither house, they 
shall not be questioned in any other place." 

Both Houses of the Legislature yesterday, 
as will be seon by the proceedings, very prop- 
erly took action mi the breach of privilege in- 
volved in the alleged arrest of the gentlemen 
named. 

Via trust the rumor may turn 0|t to be an 
exaggeration and that the gentlemen have 
been permitted to go on their way home. We 
do not believe that either of them has been 
guilty of nny act warranting arrest. 



The Governor's Proclamation— Humanities of 
War. 

We publish this morning a new proclama- 
tion by the Governor, embodying resolutions 
adopted by the General Assembly, which do 
honor to all concerned, the humane spirit of 
these resolutions, adopted by the Legislature, 
and approved and promulgated by the Gover- 
nor, is an honor to tho civilization of the age. 
Their inculcations are in marked contrast 
with the hellish incitements of those who 
would set brother at war with brother. Let 
us keep this unnatural war confined to the 
sectional belligerents who brought it on. Let 
Kentucky keep out of it, and hold herself in 
position to offer her impartial mediatorial offi- 
ces between the contestants.

The actual seat of war, 
as well as all tho border states likely to be 
affected by the conflict, would suffer severely 
in the emigration of its quiet and industrious 
families, who would remove to more peaceful 
settlements in the. West and North. The Pa- 
cific coast will undoubtedly gain largely, as 
its industry is not affected, and it offers better 
inducements to the thrifty and enterprising 
than any other section of the country.

Some of the members of the present Lcgis- j 
lature ure very much exercised because some 
Union men agree that they have been disre- 
garding the policy tho party inaugurated in 
Kentucky, and had been attempting to carry 
out in good faith — I mean neutrality. 

One's ears are dinned with the clamor that 
Kentucky has, in three elections, decided em- 
phatically for the Union and for its main- 
| tcnance by force of arms, and the country 
has seen the resolutions and acts passed, and 
pending in the present Legislature, to force "us 
all in the war, or make it disgraceful'' to stay 
out of it. 

The purpose of my remarks now is to show 
that our Union brethren of the present Leg- 
islature are slightly mistaken in tho record. 

The first election alluded to was that for 
delegates to the Border Slave State Conven- 
tion to be hold in Frankfort, in May, 1861. 

In January preceding, the Legislature of 
Kentucky passed joint resolutions declaring 
that some of the States had been deeply aggriev- 
ed by the policy of the people of some of the 
other States ; and therefore an amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States was in- 
dispensably necessary to secure them against 
similar grievances in the future. 

Tho Legislature therefore asked Congress 
to call a Convention in the mode provided for 
by tho Constitution of tho United States, and 
they proposed Mr. Crittenden's propositions in 
Congress as a basis for the amendments. This 
was approved January 25, 1861. 

On the 20th of January, '61, the Legislature 
! of Kentucky appointed six commissioners on 
1 the invitation of Virginia, to meet at Wash ing- 
i ton with commissioners from other States, to 
' prepare amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States to settle the grievances com- 
! plained of by the dissatisfied States. 

They also proposed tho plan of Hon. John 
J. Crittenden to that Convention as a basis of 
adjuHment. 

On the 10th of February. 1861, the Legis- 
lature of Kentucky passed, amongst other res- 
olutions, the following : 

"Resolrcd, That ire protest against the use of 
force or coercion by the General Government 
against the seceding States, as unwise and inex~ 
pedient, and tending to the destruction of our 
common country.'' 

April 4th, 1861, the Legislature of Ken- 
tucky passed resolutions adopting the amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States 
proposed by Congress, "That no amendment 
shall be made to the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, which will authorize or give Con- 
gress power to abolish or interfere in any 
State with tho domestic institutions thereof, 
including that of persons held to service or 
labor by tho laws of said State.*' And ad- 
ded tho following thereto— mark the words : 
That said proposed amendment ought not to 
be accepted by Kentucky as a final settlement 
of existing difficulties. 

In all this resolving on the partof theKen- 
tucky Legislature, if there was, or is anything 
indicating that the members thereof, individu- 
ally or collectively, were for makeing Ken- 
tucky take part on behalf of the United 
States against the seceding States, I don t 
know where it is. I understand that mem- 
bers explain now when they go to vote upon 
the forco measures, felony bills, &c, concoct- 
o<l ;„ *Kc ■vN &n meetings of tho Union mem- 
bers, what they meant when they voted for 
tho foregoing'resolutions, and that they meant 
anything else than neutrality. 

The Border Slave States Convention met at 
Frankfort, in May, 1861. 

On tho 3d day of June, 1861, after tho most 
mature consideration and deliberation, they 
put forth addresses to the peoplo of the 
United States and tho Stato of Kentucky, in 
which they solemnly declared that the State of 
Kentucky, after the most deliberate considera- 
tion of the responsibilities, moral, political, 
and social, hud determined that the proper 
course for her to pursue was to take no part 
i;t the controversy bettveen the Goternmeni 
and the seceded States but that of mediators 
and intet cessors. 

Now, gentlemen Legislators of our Union 
party, we say that the distinguished gentle- 
men whom we elected by a most decided vote 
to the Border Slave States Convention, viz : 
Hon. J. J. Crittenden, Hon. James Guthrie, 
Hon. R. K. Williams, Hon. Arch. Dixon, 
Hon. F. M. Bristow, Hon. Joshua F. Bell, 
Hon. Chas. A. "Wickliffe, Hon. G. W. Dun- 
lap, Hon. Chas. S. Morchead, Hon. James F. 
Robinson, Hon. John B. Huston, and Hon. 
Robert Richardson, reflected in their addresses 
truthfully and correctly, not only the wish 
and will of the Legislature of Kentucky, as 
shown by tho resolutions and declarations 
mado at the time and in tho manner herein 
above set out, but most accurately and truth- 
fully the wishes and the will of a great ma- 
jority of the people of Kentucky. 

Then I have proved by the legislative 
resolutions not now repealed unless by impli- 
cation, that no coercive policy was taken by 
the Union party before tho May election, but 
that all the actions, resolves, and agreements, 
were to sustain and maintain Kentucky in 
tho position of neutrality. 

Now we challenge any legislators to ex- 
plain away the foregoing position so solemnly 
taken by tho Union men of Kentucky. 

I omitted referring to the act creating the 
Military Board which passed May 24th, 1861, 
the tenth section of which provides that noth- 
ing in the laws of Kentucky in relation to 
procuring arms or organizing tho militia was 
to bo construed as giving any authority to use 
the arms or military against the United States 
or Confederate States. 

Tho election for Congressmen came off on 
the 20th June. If any man can show where 
one of the candidates or any Union news- 
paper, between the election of tho Border 
delegates and that of Congressmen, took 
ground against the policy so emphatically in- 
augurated and carried on during all this time 
by the Legislature and Union men, let him 
show it. I aver I never saw a paper or 
heard a speech that did not emphatically ap- 
provo the policy adopted by Kentucky. 

From June to August precisely the same 
policy was pursued by the Union men — that 
of keeping Kentucky out of tho war, and from 
interfering in any way except as mediator or 
intercessor. 

It was well that the managers and wire- 
workers succeeded in adapting the secret con- 



claves to compel obedience to their behests 
when they determined to push Kentucky in- 
to the war. The two nouses have been so 
far but registering tho commands of the 
Union conclaves held in secret. Free debate, 
like free speech and a freo press among the 
people, has been suppressed by the Legislature. 
1 have tried In my feeblo way to vindicate 
tho truth of history; war is in our midst; we 
have been forced into it against our settled 
policy. It has been done by inviting Presi- 
dent Lincoln to place military camps amongs 
us. Our great Union party in Kentucky is 
no longer able to keep the peace, owing to the 
conduct of some of its professed members as- 
suming to overrule its settled policy. The 
responsibility is upon them for the blood of 
our people. The President don't name them, 
but ought to be requested to give their names. 
The Legislature ought to call for them. They 
disregarded and set at nought the laws of 
Kentucky as embodied in the resolutions re- 
ferred to. If there is any glory hereafter to 
be found in having pushed Kentucky from 
her position as mediator into that of a belliger- 
ent, the gentlemen alluded to are entitled to 
it all, and for one Union man who labored for 
the party on the peace policy upon which we 
succeeded, I want none of such glory or honor, 
and 1 know hundreds of others like myself. 
If the Legislature and the Union men are 
determined to be satisfied with what securi- 
ties they have, not having gotten any de- 
manded for the grievances complained of; 
if they are determined to withdraw their 
protests against coercion ; if they will have 
the peace of the State overturned, and will 
have father against son, and brother against 
brother, because Black Republicanism on one 
side and Secessioi.ism on the other won't cease 
their hellish purpose to destroy our country, 
let the bloody honors bo given to those en- 
titled thereto. I want none of them.

To Preserve the Peace and Quiet of.Kentucky. 

The Legislature has adopted several im- 
portant declarations concerning the peace and 
quiet of Kentucky. 

The "Conklin resolutions" (adoptod in the 
House by a vote of 80 yeas to 4 nays, and in 
the Senate by 31 yeas to 3 nays) declares: 

1. That the people of Kentucky ought not 
to engage in civil strife amongst themselves 
on account of differences of political opinions. 

2. That it is the duty of the peoplo to be 
obedient to tho civil authorities, and to res- 
pect, in times of war as woll as peace, all the 
rights guaranteed to every citizen by the con- 
stitution and laws ofthe land. 

3. That all good citizens, howover they may 
differ in political opinion, shmild unite in pro- 
tecting each other in their rights of life, lib- 
erty, and property, against invasion thereof 
by unlawful ruids, mobs, or marauding Viands. 

A resolution introduced by Col. Finncll.and 
adopted in tho House by a vote of 92 yeas to 
3 nays, declares 

4. Thnt no citizen shall be molested on ac- 
count of his political opinions. 

6. That no citizen's property shall be ta- 
ken or confiscated because of such opinions. 

6. That no slave shall bo set free by any 
military commander. 

7. That all peaceable citizens and their 
families are entitled to and shall receive the 
fullest protection of the government in the 
enjoyment of their lives, their liberties and 
their property. 

We invite a hearty concurrence in these 
declarations. If generally accepted in good 
faith, they cannot fail in accomplishing much 
good. 

Ife^-The following is from the last number 
of the Knickerbocker Magazine. It is full of 
terrible significance: 

ABOLITION. 

This dread of incurring the name of "abo- 
litionist" is as cowardly as its party. Thor- 
ough-going courage, as it seems to mo. should 
ratber inspire a man to take it up. out of sheer 
defiance to an insolent and ferocious enemy. 
Just at present the entire Union presents the 
spectacle of men afraid of adopting "aboli- 
tion" views, yet itching to adopt emancipa- 
tion as tho only effectual means of "smashing 
tho South."

Bring Can- 
da down to the Virginia line, forthwithl It 
<a pity to see men — brave fighting men — 
.uihbling about "contrabands," and to have 
he Secretary of War driven (enough. I doubt 
iot) into the meshes of a decision astothedis- 
ioshI of the chatties, when the whole country 
hould have tho decision and manliness to set- 
tle the question for him by acclamation. 

Men of the West and of the East too, this 
war is destined sooner or later to effectually 
abate this nuisance of slaveocracy by remov- 
ing the cause. Why not plunge in and set- 
tle it at once? Go at it bravely and be done 
with it. You are all threatening it — why not 
do it I 

Abolition — for the sake of tho white man! 
That is the new platform, tho only compro- 
mise to which we should listen. Do you want 
to wait for more Bull Run ? Well, you can 
have them. But you had better do as thu 
enemy docs — striko promptly and fear not! 



Proclamation by the Governor. 

Whereas, The following resolutions, viz 
Whereas, Kentucky has been invaded by 
the forces of the so-called Confederate States, 
and the commanders of the forces so invading 
the State have insolently prescribed the con- 
ditions upon which they will withdraw, thus 
insulting the dignity of the State by demand- 
ing terms to which Kentucky cannot listen 
without dishonor; therefore, 

1. Be it resolved by the General Assembly 
of the Commonwealth of Kentucky. That the 
invaders must be expelled; inasmuch as there 
are now in Kentucky Federal troops assem- 
bled for the purpose of preserving the tran- 
quility ofthe State, and of defending and pro- 
tecting the people of Kentucky in the peaceful 
enjoyment of their lives and property, it is — 

2. " Further resolved, That General Robert 
Anderson, a native Kentuckian. who has been 
appointed to the command of the Department 
of Cumberland, 1)0 requested to take instant 
command, with authority and power from 
til is Commonwealth to call out a volunteer 
force in Kentucky for the purposeof repelling 
the invaders from our soil. 

3. Resolved, That in using the means which 
duty and honor require shall be used to expel 
the invaders from the soil of Kentucky, no 
citizen shall bo molested on account of his 
political opinions; that no citizens' property 
shall be taken or confiscated becauso of 
such opinions, nor shall any slave be set 
free by any military commander, and that all 
peaceable citizens and their families are enti- 
tled to, and shall receive the fullest protection 
of the Government in the enjoyment of their 
lives, their liberties and their property. 

4. Resolved, That His Excellency, the Gov- 
ernor of the Commonwealth of Kentucky, be 
requested to give all the aid in his power ti 
accomplish the end desired by these resolutions, 
and that he call out so much of the military 
force of the State under his command, as may 
be necessary therefor, and that he place the 
same under the command of Gen. Thomas L 
Crittenden. 

!i. Resolved, That the patriotism of every 
Kentuckian is invoked, and is confidently re- 
lied upon to give active aid in the defense of 
the Commonwealth. 

Have this day been passed by both Houses of 
the General Assembly of the Commonwealth 
of Kentucky, the Governor's objections thereto 
to the contrary notwithstanding, and arethero- 
forethe law ofthe land, I do hereby issue this 
my proclamation, enjoiningall officers nndciti- 
zens of this Stato to render obedience to all 
the requirements of said resolutions, and in 
obedience thereto, I have ordered Gen. Thom- 
as L. Crittenden to execute the purposes con- 
templated by said resolutions; and I hereby 
require all citizens of Kentucky subject to 
military duty to obey the call which the said 
Gen. Crittenden may make upon them in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of said resolu- 
tions.

The Quarrel Between General Fremont and 
Colonel Blair. 

The Washington correspondent of the Now 
York Herald writes as follows of the diffi- 
culty between General Fremont and Colonel 
Blair : 

" It is true that, about two weeks since, 
Colonel Blair did write a letter to his brother, 
the Postmaster- General, and to the President, 
expressing himself totally disappointed in 
General Fremont as a man competent to com- 
mand the department to which ho was as- 
signed. The existence of such a letter was 
discovered by Mrs. Fremont and communi- 
cated to the General, whereupon Colonel 
Blair was arrested. When General Fremont s 
Adjutant notified Colonel Blair that he was 
instructed to arrest him. Colonel Blair re- 
marked — 'All right ; I deserve this humilia- 
tion for having elevated Fremont to his pres- 
ent position, of which he has proved himself 
unworthy.' Colonel Blair expresses no de- 
sire, my informant says, to contend with Gen. 
Fremont on a military point. He thinks the 
General is right, and will not contest the 
point of discipline." 



Skirmish in Missouri. 

St. Lot is, Sept. 22. 
The following account of the battle at the 
Bluo Mills Landing is derived from authentic 

sources: 

Lieutenant Colonel Scott, with 570 men of 
the Third Iowa Regiment and one piece of 
artillery left Cameron on Monday, the 15th, 
in pursuit ofthe rebels who left St. Joseph on 
the Friday previous. Col. Scott arrived at 
Liberty, Clay county, on the morning of the 
17tb, and moved from that place at 1 o'clock, 
P. M. At three o'clock be fell in with the 
eneinv. 4,i<K> in number, occupying a strong 
poNUon. Our skirmishers received a galling 
fire, and slowly retreated to the main body, 
when the action became general. Our six- 
pounder was brought to bear on the enemy, 
and a few shots were fired, which proved de- 
structive. At this time a heavy fire opened 
on our single gun. killing our gunner and 
wounding two others. After this several 
other gunners, Germans from St. Louis, aban- 
doned the gun, carrying off the primer and 
matches, rendering the piece useless. The ac- 
tion continued about an hour, when our col- 
umn was withdrawn to more open ground, 
bringing off the wounded and dragging away 
the gun by hand, all the horses having been 
killed or badly wounded. About this time 
Col. Smith who left St. Joseph with 400 men 
about the same time that Gen. Scott did, Cam- 
eron for the same general purpose, joined the 
latter, hav ing pushed forward his mounted 
men and artillery at a rapid paco. On re- 
ceiving a message from Col. Scott ten miles 
back that he was advancing on the enemy, 
but it being night and their men being com- 
pletely exhausted, and the rebels reported 
strongly entrenched at a thicket, it was im- 
possible to make an attact except by a nar- 
row road; a further attack was postponed un- 
til morning. Early the following day an ad- 
vance was made by combined forces, but on 
arrival at Bluo Mills they found the enemy 
had crossed the river before daylight, taking 
the road towards Lexington. Our loss is 
killed 5; wounded 84; missing 6. Three of 
the missing are supposed to be in the hands 
of the enemy, and the balanco killed. In ad- 
dition to tho loss of tho Third Iowa there 
wero six Home Guards and one artillery- 
man killed — among them Capt. Capp — and 
about ten wounded, four of them Home 
Guards, in skiimishes about two hours before 
the battle. It is perhaps proper to state that 
Gen. Pope gave orders to Col. Scott, of Min- 
nesota regiment, to remain at Liberty until 
joined by Col. Smith, but learning on arrival 
at that place, that the enemy were five miles 
distant, he sent a messenger to Smith with 
word to that effect, and pushed on and gave 
tho rebels battle. 




Arrest of kx-Governor Moreheao. — 
Prepared, as wo havo been by recent oc- 
currences, for almost any exercise of power, 
wo confess to no little surprise on reading the 
announcement of the arrest of ex-Gov. Chas. 
S. Morehead. He has always been noted for 
his conservative principles. No man was 
mere devoted to the Union, or has labored 
more earnestly to avert the terrible calamities 
under which the country is suffering; no 
man has made greater exertions to maintain 
Kentucky in her position of neutrality. 

Gov. Morehead has filled many important 
public trusts, and in no instance has his integ- 
rity been questioned, whilst his private life 
has illustrated those gracesand virtues which 
at once command respect and admiration. His I 
friends will not readily believe that he has | 
been guilty of any offense justifying his ar- 
rest and transportation beyond tho limits of 
the State. If guilty, let him suffer tho conse- 
quences. But if, as we suspect, be has been 
arrested for opinion's sake, let the Legislature 
of Kentucky, acting in accordance with the 
spirit of the Conklin and Finnell rosolutions, 
demand his instant release. — Cov. Jour.

DAILY KENTUCKY YEOMAN. 

Another Hostile Article From the London 
Times. 

We tnke tho following from tbo New York 
Evening Post, (Republican.) England needs 
watching : 

ANOTHER CROAK FROM TTIR BIRD Or II.I.- 
OMEN' — THE LONDON TIMES ON AMERICAN 
WAR PROSPECTS. 

The London Times of September 4, has 
this croak over American affairs: 

The crash of a new political world is an 
awful phenomenon. War has dashed like a 
comet upon the great American republic, and 
all the the institutions and destinies of that 
mighty Union seem scattered in fragments 
around. It is impossible to predict the form- 
ations which may survive after the convulsion 
has passed away, but all that wo now see tends 
irresistibly to convince us that we shall never 
again behold that specimen of political or- 
ganization which so amazed us with its 
growth and impressed us with its npparent 
vigor. The United States .:f North America 
have ceased to be. Whether their place will 
bo taken by two Unions or twenty, whether 
the principle of confederation will be merely 
limited or absolutely discorded, nobody can 
venture to foretell, but we can not so much 
as imagine any course of events which will 
leave the last state of things with so much re- 
semblance to the first. Enough has now 
been learnt to show that the subjugation of 
the South is next to impossible, and its sub- 
mission in tho highest degree improbable. 
The territories of the old Union will be di- 
vided, nor will the partition be territorial 
only. Between North and South there will 
bo barriers of feelings, interests and tradi- 
tions. Thcv will long look upon each other 
with jealousy and suspicion, if not with still 
worse sentiments, and the "frontier" will 
require the same garrisons and observances as 
that between two monarchiesof the European 
continent. This, however, presumes the 
maintenance of standing armies, warlike es- 
timates and oppressive taxation ; while these 
burdens again will exercise an influence upon 
all social and political institutions. Never 
■uld u more wonderful problem be present- 
ed. 

We need say little in defense of an assump- 
tion that the conquest of the South by the 
armies of the North has now become a most 
improbable event. All the incidents of the 
war appear to have been in favor of the Con- 
federate States. In the only engagements 
approaching to the character of a pitched bat- 
tle the Southern troops have been victorious, 
and, though we hear little of their operations, 
it is at least certain that they arc aggressive, 
and that the Federal Government is alarmed 
lor tho safety of the Capital. With affairs 
in such a state every day detracts from the 
chances of compromise, except on the basis 
of a recognized separation; and it will have 
been seen, indeed, from our New York cor- 
respondence that the staunohest Federalists 
have now brought themselves to contemplate 
this dis-uption of the Union as a possible re- 
sult. Hitherto the lapse of lime, while it has 
evidently added to the confidence of the 
South, has brought little accession of strength 
to the North. The States adhering to 
the Union do, indeed, contribute men and 
munitions on a scale which docs honor to 
their patriotism, but the battalions arc un- 
disciplined, ill-equipped, and what is worse 
than nil, insubordinate. Tho reverses and 
privations of an unsuccessful war are very 
different from the glories of the brief cam- 
paign which was contemplated by the Presi- 
dent's volunteers, and the jealousy which the 
Americans entertain of all authority finds its 
expression even in a camp. On the other 
band, the Southerners, less addicted to the 
institutions of Democracy, lees imbued with 
ideas of social equality, and conscious, prob- 
ably, of a more desperate position, have car- 
ried far greater energy to the work of war. 
We can seo that in the South power is con- 
centrated, and we find the natural results in 
a clear military superiority. 

These, however, are not the only points at 
which the action of the war is traceable. We 
observe its effects on the Federal Government 
itself, and all tend in ono and the same direc- 
tion. Tho power of the President has been 
enormously increased, and that weakness of 
the Executive which was regarded by Ameri- 
cans as an essential feature of their Constitu- 
tion is rapidly giving place to a very despot- 
ic species of authority. Complaints were ac- 
tually made in Congress about the tyrannical 
proceedings of Government officers, and the 
jurisdiction of a Provost Marshal is tolerated 
in Washington itself. The latest accounts 
inform us that the habeas corpus act has been 
virtually suspended, that arrests for treason 
were frequent, and that Fort Lafayette was full 
of Stale prisoners. We seem in reading such 
reports to bo carried away from republican 
Washington to Milan, underthe the Austrian, 
or Naples under the Bourbon rule. To com- 
pleto the picture, we actually find in tho land 
of political liberty and social freedom the 
abrupt establishment of a system which the 
old Slates of Europe seldom ventured to de- 
fend, and have now begun to discard. Pass- 
ports are dispensed with over many parts of 
tho continent, but they arc rigorously insisted 
on in the United States. It is not merely on 
tho frontier between the two armies that 
'hese document! are required. No person 
rover can depart from any port of the 
United States, or land at any port of the 
United States, without a passport from the 
Federal Government. A traveler would find 
himself more at liberty in Venice than in 
New York. • • • • • As 
w e can not now contomplate the subjugation 
and reunion of the South as a probable event, 
we must assume that the two sections of the 
Union will be established indopendi ntly of 
etch other. To venture as little as possible 
upon political speculations, let us assume that 
the schism is carried no farther, and that the 
United States of the North divide with the 
Confederate Statosof the South all the terri- 
tory aud population of the old American Re- 
public. Each, then, of these two still power- 
ful Unions will constitute an Administration 
for itself. What form will that Administra- 
tion take in the South? True, the seces- 
sionists proclaimed a Constitution of an old 
American model, but it is clear enough that 
the authority actually exercised in those parts 
is that of a military dictator, and not of a Dem- 
ocratic President." What will they do by and 
bv, when they have won their independence? 
They will probably maintain, for some time, 
as a matter of prudence, the organization un- 
der which they conducted a successful war, 
and we think that nobody who has remarked 
the tone and current of Southern sentiments 
would expect to find that New England in- 
stitutions would ever be received with much 
favor in the new Confederacy. It is more 
likely that thev will sacrifice Democratic 
principles for the sake of a strong govern- 
ment, and that they will seek to retain power 
bv the same means through which they ac- 
quired it— namely, by opposing the compact 
and concentrated force of a somewhat abso- 
lute government to tho looser organization of 
a more popular Slate. 

But will this impose no corresponding ob- 
ligations on the North? Will tho Unionist 
Slates sit quietly down under institutions less 
conducive to national strength than those of; 
their next-door neighbor? Will they submit 
to the spectacle of a stronger government 
t h.m^ heir own on their very borders tor the 
ISiTof that popular sovereignty which uni- 
versal suffrage has created ? Can they man- 
age a standing army, a national debt, and 
an ever present chance of border war on such 
term- T Will their favorite General, who- 
ever he may, como into such conditions when | 
elected President 1 Is it not, on the whole, 



more probable that they may retain some of 
the modifications of" their Constitution 
which the war is now enforcing upon 
their acceptance and that the new Union 
will be administered by a less Democratic 
Government than the old? We certainly 
think so. The twogreat divisions of theStatcs 
formerly united will form, we hope, two pros- 
perous communities, but we do not expect 
that either of them will bear much resem- 
blance to the lost American Republic. 

Political and Military Maneuvers— Fremont 
and the President. 

When a full account of the Fremont im- 
broglio shall be written, it will make a curi- 
ous and instructive chapter in the politico- 
military history of the I'nitcd States. 

On taken command at St. Louis, Gen. Fre- 
mont infused new life into the military oper- 
ations of the West. His energetic movements 
and imperative commands soon brought to- 
gether a heavy force at St. Louis. No trivial 
obstacle, no mere Dotation of cost, was allow- 
ed to interfere with the execution of his plans. 
He ordered immense supplies, including 
heavy guns, to be sent forward by express. 
When informed that the charges for the 
mode of transportation would be very heavy, 
he telegraphed back. "Send them on, immedi- 
ately, regardless of cost." 

This decisive action suited the temper of 
the Northern people. They wanted some- 
thing done. The "forward movement'' at 
Washington had failed. Rivalries and jeal- 
ousies were springing up in high quarters at 
the capital. The President, the members of 
his Cabinet, and even the Lieutenant-Gencral 
himself, had not escaped bitter denunciation 
by leading Republican newspapers. The 
hopes of the North were turned to a new- 
scene and a new man; and Fremont bid fair 
to overshadow all otheraspirants for the Pres- 
idency. In this condition of affairs it needed 
but one thing more to throw the "slow coach- 
es" at Washington completely off tho track, 
and place the new man of the west far ahead 
of all competitors. This was accomplished. 

Fremont, catching the spirit of tho real 
leaders of the Republican party, lamed 1 his fa- 
mous proclamation, in wb.ch slaves, the prop- 
erty of rebel*, were declared absolutely free. 

Next in the order of facts comes the Presi- 
dent's request to Gen. Fremont to modify his 
proclamation, followed successively by Gen. 
Fremont's demand for a formal okiier to that 
effect, and the President's ready compliance. 

At this juncture, Col. F. P. Blair, a mem- 
ber of Congress and brother of a member of 
'.ho Cabinet, goes to St. Lous, and is there 
ordered under military arrest. [Blair will 
find few sympathizers. He is said to be pre- 
sumptuous and overbearing, and unpue-lion- 
ably, he had no small share in inaugurating 
the deploiable state of affairs existing in Mis- 
souri.] 

A fact of peculiar significance, when con- 
sidered in connection with the events already 
spoken of, remains to be stated. Wo have 
seen with what energy Fremont went to 
work to gather together a great army for a 
movement down the Mississippi. Just at the 
time the public had reason to suppose his ar- 
rangements were about perfected, large bodies 
of troops arc detached from his division and 
sent to Washington. 

When it is remembered that at least three I 
members of the Cabinet at Washington are 
candidates for the Presidency, it will not be I 
difficult to detect under the movements above 
detailed the progress of a big political game. 
As matters stand, Fremont has the advaii- , 
tage. and is likely to hold it. The President's 
rebuke will only strengthen him in the estima- | 
tion of the radicals of the Republican party — 
the men who control the rulling sentiment of 
the North. Even his removal would not 
weaken him. In fact, wc sec nothing now 
that is likely to break the hold he hus upon 
the confidence of the North, save his defeat 
on the field of battle. That would ruin his 
prospects. — Covington Journal. 

General Fremont — The Administra- 
tion and ovr Abolition Groans. — Our ab- 
olition organs, including the Tribune and 
Evening Post, are close upon the verge of re- 
bellion in eonsoquoncc of President Lincoln's 
instructions, holding Gen. Fremont subject to 
the laws of Congress in reference to this busi- 
ness of the emancipation of southern slaves. 
We can thus discover the extremities to 
which, for abolition purposes, our anti-slavery 
radicals and their organs are prepared to push 
this war. They are prepared to set up the 
unauthorized edict of a military subordinate 
above the authority of the President and the 
government; }aat as another of our silly and 
malignant abolition organs, the Times, was 
clamorous a short time ago for the removal of 
Mr. Lincoln by a mob, and the substitution of 
George Law as President, orprovisional Pres- 
ident of the I'nited States. With regard to 
General Fremont, wo have always been dis- 
posed to overlook his faults and to magnify 
his virtues, as a politician, soldier, and patri- 
ot. But we must say that this late dashing 
proclamation of his, without authority and 
upon bis own responsibility, was a very indis- 
creet proceeding in every point of view. No 
subordinate officet has the right to assume 
any such grave responsibility rs this. The 
President, in bis mild rebuke of Fremont, has 
denlt very tenderly with him; but they who, 
with the facts before thern, continue to glorify 
tho imprudent proclamation of Fremont, are 
counselling insubordination in its most dan- 
gerous form. They should be looked after, 
and taught a wholesome lesson upon that first 
duty of loyalty in this crisis, submission to 
and co-operation with the government and its 
war policy to save the life of the nation.

lives were lost. The accident is said to have 
been caused by Mr. Boler sending down an 
extra train in the absenseof the Superintend- 
ent, and without consulting tho time table. 
Mr. Holer has purchased that branch of the 
road, and doubtless feels at . liberty to send 
what trains he pleases, and to risk the lives of 
citizens, but the rash carelessness of such a 
course is utterly indefeasible. The Superin- 
tendent of a railroad ought to have command 
as complete and effectual as the leader of an 
army. We hope another jury will not say. 
as in the Philadelphia theater case, that no 
ono is to blame. — Lou. Don., T2d.

Mr. READ asked a suspension of the rules 
that be might offer a preamble and resolution, 
as follows: 

Whereas, The Legislature has learned 
with pain and mortification of the arrest of Sen- 
ators and members of this body in the town 
of Harrodsburg. who were on their way to 
their homes and families ; and whereas, the 
Constitution of Kentucky protects every 
member of this body from arrest — treason, fel- 
ony, and breach of the peace accepted; and 
whereas, the Legislature desires security, 
peace, and amity among and between the cit- 
izens of this Commonwealth, as fully express- 
ed in the series of resolutions passed tho other 
day by this body, and known as the Conklin 
resolutions ; therefore be it 

Resolved by the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Kentucky. That the Legis- 
lature utterly condemn such a course, and re- 
gards the act as in violation of the intent and 
meaning of the constitution and the express- 
ed will ofjthis Legislature, as indicatedin the 
Conklin resolutions by this body. 

Resolved further. That a committee of 
live, to be composed of two from the Senate 
and three from the House, be appointed, whose 
duty it shall be to proceed forthwith to Har- 
rodsburg and ascertain the cause, and by w hat 
authority, said Members and Senator were ar- 
rested, and report the facts in the premises 
to the Legislature at the earliest practicable 
moment, and to procure the release of those 
under arrest, if possible. 

Referred to special committee of Messrs. 
Speed, Robinson, and Read. 

A message from the H. R. announcing the 
passage of sundry bills and resolutions. 

The Senate then took a recess until 11 
o'clock, that the special committee on Read's 
resolution might make at that time their re- 
port. 

11 o'clock having arrived. Mr. READ re- 
ported a substitute for his resolutions. 

Hesolved, That a committeo of two, one 
from the Senate and one from the House, be 
appointed to inquire and investigate by what 
authority and under what charges members 
of the General Assembly have been arrested 
at Harrodsburg; said committee shall have 
power to send for persons, and to report tho 
facts, and whether any action of this General 
Assembly is necessary. 

Adopted, and Mr. READ appointed on 
part of the Senate. 

Mr. PEN N E U A K ER— Judiciary— Report- 
ed a House bill for the benefit of Barletta 
Dinkensfield. Discharged. 

A bill for the benefit of Ann E. Gcrhart. 
Rejected . 

Mr. GRIER— Select Committee— A bill 
for the benefit of S. J. England, late sheriff 
of Carter county. 

Mr. MARSHALL— Select Committee- 
Reported that the resolution concerning Gen. 
Anderson had been presented to him. 

The rules were suspended and a House bill 
entitled "An act to amend an act entitled an 
act for the regulation of the militia and to 
provide for the arming of tho State,'' ap- 
proved May 24, 1981, and also to provide fur- 
ther for the public defense. 

Said acts reads as follows: 

Whereas, The hostilities which threaten- 
ed the peace of the State at the time the act 
to which this is an amendment was passed, 
has been followed up by the wanton and un- 
justifiable invasion of Kentucky by the armed 
forces of the so-called Confederate States, and 
war has thus been forced upon the good peoplo 
of the State ; wherefore it becomes the solemn 
duty of this Legislature, without delay, to 
provide means for the public defense; there- 
fore, 

j> 1. lie xt enacted by the General Assembly of 
the Commonwealth of Keniuehy, That it shall 
and may bo lawful for the Board of Commis- 
sioners created by the act to which tl.is is an 
amendment, to apply the funds, or any part 
thereof, which the said Board was authorized 
to borrow, under the provisions of said act, 
to the defense of the State, in such manner 
as they, in their discretion, may deem most 
advisable. 

3 2. That the said Board of Commissioners 
shall be, and they are hereby, authorized and 
empowered to borrow for and on the credit of 
the State the additional sum of ono million 
of dollars, to bo by them applied to the object 
set out in the first section of this act. 

? 3. That tho said Board shall have power 
and authority to procure the loans provided for 
in the act to which this is an amendment, and 
that authorized by the preceding section, from 
any incorporated or private bank, or from any 
other monied institution, or from individ- 
uals, either in or out of this State: and 
for which certificates shall be issued by the 
Board, and upon tho presentation of which 
the bonds of the State shall be executed by 
the Governor, and delivered to the lender, 
payable at such time and place as may be 
agreed upon, not less, however, than ten years 
from date; bearing interest at the rate of six 
per centum per annum, the interost to fall duo 
somi-ann ually. 

2 4. That for the purpose of providing 
means for the payment of the debts created 
by the State unib r the provisions of this and 
the act to which this is an amendment, and 
the accruing interest thereon, an additional 
tax, in aid of the sinking fund, commencing 
with the year 1863, of five cents upon each 
one hundred dollars of value of the real and 
personal estate directed by law to be assessed 
for taxation, shall annually be paid by the per- 
sons assesssed : and which shall be collected 
and paid into the public treasury in tho same 
manner the other revenue of the State is by 
law required to be collected and paid. 

% 5. That the Board of Commissioners cre- 
ated bv the act to which this is an amendment, 
be, and the same is hereby, reorganized ; and 
said board shall hereafter be composed of the 
following persons, to-wit: Peler Dudley, 
Samuel Gill. George T. Wood, Edmund H. 
Taylor, and John B. Temple, a majority of 
whom shall constitute a board for the trans- 
action of business. 

\ 6. This act shall take effect from and af- 
ter its passage. 

The Senate then took a recess until 4 o'clock.

^§ 4. If any soldier or officer, he being a cit- 
izen or resident of this State, and now in or 
with the forces invading this State, shall, af- 
ter thirty days from the passage of this act, 
accept a commission or be promoted, he shall 
not have the right to resign, and thereby be 
made capable within the provisions of this 
act.

Crops in Europe. 

By the last arrivals wo have the London 
Mark Lane Express and Agricultural Journal, 
of September 2. The leading topic, at this 
season, is of course the results of the harvest, 
on the continent as well as in the British 
islands. 

An article, written by a correspondent of 
the Express, who 6ays he has closely observ- 
ed the crops in traveling for many years 
through the northern and midland countries, 
sustains the statements already published in 
The World, by asserting that it is "quite out 
of the question to suppose that tho [wheat] 
crop can be anything like an average. ' 

"Tho wheat plant," he adds, "suffered too 
much during the winter from wet in all heavy 
soils, even where well drained, and had so 
much cold to contend against in the spring, 
that it never recovered itself. 

Barley presented a much better appearance 
than the wheat, he adds, and "will bo found a 
good crop,'' Oats were light, but "promise 
excellent quality. " 

The review ofthe British corn trade, in the 
Mark Lane Express for the week ending Au- 
gust 31, winds up its remarks on the crops of 
France, Germany, Portugal, and Italy, as 
well as those of the British isles, by saying : 

"With all the favorable weather we have had 
here and on the continent, rates have been 
firm. Wheat is not anywhere plentiful; rye is 
short in Germany, maize seriously so in Italy, 
and potatoes are generally doubtful. Lower 
prices, therefore, if reached, must be transient . 
The harvest not being satisfactory in Portu- 
gal, all corn [grain,] excepting maize, is ad- 
mitted free of duty to the 30th of April of 
next year "— A'. J'. World, 19rA.
